200 Red army divisions are being 
maintained on European soil o u t­ 
side of Russia. 
Assails Churchill 
Stalin 
named 
Churchill 
as 
a 
would-be instigator of a new world 
wai 
Asked what in his judgment con­ 
stituted tfie greatest threat to world 
peace, the premier replied tersely: 
"Instigators of a new war, in the 
first place Churchill and others of 
like mind in Great Britain and the 
United States." 
He advised th at the “instigators 
oi a n*jw w a r” . . . be "e\]K>'ed and 
curbed.” 
Stalin was asked what Russia's 
attitude is with regard to Yugosla­ 
via's decision not to sign the peace 
treaty with Italy. 
He answered: 
“Yugoslavia has grounds to be dis­ 
satisfied ” 
On the occupation of Japan, Stalin 
observed: 
“There are successes but it would
